DISTRICT No. 1. 


JONATHAN L, MERRICK,—PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


This school was taught fourteen weeks, by Miss IsaBenia 
Moutron ; she had sixteen scholars, whom she labored to improve 
with commendable care. It was her first effort at teaching; she - 
acquired a confidence and experience which will be valuable in 
another attempt. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


BENJAMIN H. STEELE,—PRUDENTIAL COMMITTSE. 


This-school was taught by Miss Mary A. Gorren thirteen 
and a half weeks. She had eighteen scholars; she brought to the 
task, a competent education and experience, and secured success. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


AMOS H. NOYES,.--PRUDENTIAL COMMITEE, 


The first term of this school was taught by Miss Appre A. Joun- 
son eleven weeks, with eighteen scholars. It was her first effort 
at teaching, she entered upon her task, feeling deeply her respon- 
sibility, and gave to it her best energies; she had the co-operation 
of the parents and friends, and their approbation was her great 
reward. | 

The second term was taught by Miss Mary E. Noygs seven 
weeks, and with eight scholars, with good success. Her expe- 
rience and qualifications fitted her to profit a much larger school, 
but its location renders it impracticable for more to attend.

GENERAL REMARKS. 
t é 
The remarks of last year on school houses, ventilation, shade 
trees and grounds, apply this year with equal propriety. We 
would add a few remiiks on the selection of teachers. 

Time and money necessarily expended in obtaining the best 
teacher for the place, are economy and wisdom. A short bad 
school is better than a long bad school, and no school is_ better 
than either. If you want your horse shod well, you are careful 
whom you employ, and when you find the right m1n you continue 

to employ him. Is it of less importance who educates your child- 
ren ? ‘here is no one thing that will qualify a teacher for her of- 
fice, she must have a combination. In the first place a teacher 
should have an irreproachable moral character; secondly, she 
should have a complete education, to teach even the rudiments of 
language correctly ; ; thirdly, she should love children and be able 
to communicate her ideas clearly ; fourthly, she should have ability 
to govern ; fifthly, she should have a high toned moral sentiment, 
refinement of manners, and accuracy of speech. In all human in- 
tercourse every element of character is an educator. Children are 
great imitators, and are very apt to copy faults. Eccentricity, vulgar- 
ity, looseness of speech or manners, will neutralise all other quali- 
fications of a teacher, and should be a bar to her being employed. 

There are two great departments in education, and. they should 
act in harmony ; the family and the school. The best school may 

_be ruined by evil influences from the family. Children are adver- 
tising mediums from the parents.. The teacher can readily infer 
the character of one or both of the parents, from the conduct of 
the children. Some children are docile, modest and respectful ; 
they are rightly trained at home; they obey and love their par- 
ents ; they make no trouble at school; they are respectful every- 
where, and are respected. 

Others are rude, disrespectful, insolent, conceited and self-willed. 
They make much trouble, consume aii time of the teacher and 
school, and hinder its advancement. Parents should be careful 
how they speak against the teacher and school in the presence of 
their children. It makes them impertinent and disobedient, in- 
jures the school, and not only this, but ruins the children. [u-

ents should teach their children to respect and obey their teacher, 
and they will be more likely to respect and obey them. 

A father took the part of a child that was corrected by the 
teacher ; the boy shortly after clinched his father as he attempted 
to correct him, and handled him roughly. It was the fruit of the 
seed. ‘T'he teacher may be unreasonable in his demands and pun- 
ishments, and there is a proper course to pursue; but it is not in 
rebelion or secession. We believe in preserving the Union, and 
maintaining the laws. Let the scholars understand that the teach- 


er’s authority is not to be respected, and the school soon becomes: 


confused, and the sooner closed the better. If the two depart- 
ments of education, the family and the school, had acted in concert, 
and done their duty throughout our land, rebellion and secession, 
with all its attendant miseries and evils would never have come 
to light. Let parents remember that our enormous national debt, 
and the unmeasured blood that has been shed, and the untold ago- 
ny that has been endured, is but the price we have had to pay for 
deficient family government, and ill conducted schools, or no 
school at all. Let parents and teachers cheerfully unite in doing 
their duty to the rising generation, and our country will stand, and 
prosperity and peace, intelligence and rightousness will become the 
stability of our times.
